There  is  a  public  piped  supply  of  water  to  every  Parish,  and  the 
only  village  not  served  is  Buckminster  which  has  its  own  supply  and 
service  mains  to  every  house.  The  Kesteven  Water  Board  has  commenced 
work  on  the  erection  of  a  water  tower  which  will  serve  Buckminster, 
and  it  is  contemplated  it  will  be  completed  within  the  next  IP  months.

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  now  supplied  with  water 
from  the  River  Dove,  Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services 
being  laid  to  consumers  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendence  to  Plumbo  Solvency  in 
the  piped  supplies. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  in  any  part  of  the 
district  is  less  than  0,2  p,p0m.

Nightsoil  is  collected  weekly  from  38  villages  and  7  part 
villages,  in  the  remaining  20  villages  and  7  part  villages  no 
collection  is  made  because  these  have  a  mains  water  supply  and 
an  efficient  sewage  disposal  works  available.

1  -  S.D.  cesspool  emptier  as  a  "stand  by”. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and 
no  difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling  is  carried  out 
by  means  of  a  blade  etc. ,  attached  to  a  tractor.  Part,  -  time 
attendants  are  also  employed  at  the  tips.  The  system  has  been 
found  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms  where  it  is  ploughed 
into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no  difficulty  in 
disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land  it  is  not 
anticipated  that  this  will  create  a  problem  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary  methods 
and  has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  5^  pail  closets  and  privies 
to  water  closets  during  the  year. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  house  cesspools  on  request 
from  the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge  of  10/-  per  dwelling. 
Cesspools  at  trade  premises  are  emptied  at  a  charge  of  10/-  per  hour.
